‘My Lord,—I forwarded to your Excel- 
lency in my despatch of the 24th ult, a 
copy of Prince Gortschakofi’s circular de- 
em of the 7-19th ult, announcing that 
the Emperor of. Russia had given orders to 
his armies to cross the frontiers of Turkey. 
“: Her Mojesty’s Government have reosived 
this communication with deep regret, They 
cannot sccept the statements and conclu- 
sions ‘with which Prince Goratchakoff has 
accompanied it, as justifying the resolution 


I} thus.taken. 


The Protocol to which Her Majesty's 
Goverament, at the instance of that of 
Fiuesia, reeently became parties required 
from the Sultan no fresh guarantees for 
the refotm, of his administration, With a 
view offenabling Russia the better to 
abstain from inolated action, it affirmed the 
interest takon in common by the Powers in
